A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING WEST VALLEY CITY TO
ENTER INTO A RIGHT OF ENTRY AGREEMENT WITH
PACIFICORP, AN OREGON CORPORATION, dba ROCKY
MOUNTAIN POWER FOR ACCESS TO FACILITIES ALONG THE
EXISTING CORRIDOR NEAR 5600 WEST AT APPROXIMATELY
2951 SOUTH BURDOCK DRIVE.

WHEREAS, Pacificorp, an Oregon Corporation, dba Rocky Mountain Power (“RMP”) is expanding
its transmissions lines along the 5600 West corridor to meet the increased demand for electricity; and

WHEREAS, in order to access its existing facilities, RMP has requested that the City grant a Right of
Entry for property located at 2951 S. Burdock Drive; and

WHEREAS, a Right of Entry Agreement has been prepared for execution by and between West
Valley City and RMP. This agreement, entitled, "Right of Entry Agreement," allows for said access; and

WHEREAS, the City Council of West Valley City, Utah does hereby determine that it is in the best
interests of the health, safety, and welfare of the citizens of West Valley City to approve said Right of Entry
Agreement;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the City Council of West Valley City, Utah, that the
Right of Entry Agreement is hereby approved and the Mayor is authorized to execute said Right of Entry
Agreement for and on behalf of West Valley City;

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that upon execution of said Right of Entry Agreement, the City
Recorder is authorized to record said, Right of Entry Agreement for and on behalf of West Valley City.
